AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall be
8 construed prospectively to apply only to individual s applying for acommercial driver's
9 license to drive a school bus on or after the effective date of this Act.

10 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
11 October 1, 2001.
